1 . The proposed amendments will not be entered because they raise new issues that would 
require further consideration and/or search. For example, while dependent claims 2 and 22 were 
considered before, they were considered alone and not in combination with the other dependent 
claims. Therefore, the incorporation of claims 2 and 22 into the independent claims would 
require further consideration. Further, the proposed amendments do not materially reduce or 
simplify the issues for appeal since they add another limitation that must be considered in the 
independent claims. 

2. Applicant argues that because the surface active agent in Galmiche has an effect opposite 
an adhesive or binder, it undoubtedly counteracts any slight adhesive effect of the slightly 
dissolved ammonium chloride, and therefore Galmiche's cement cannot be an adhesive mixture. 
Applicant states that instead, based on the Examiner's position that surface active agents cause 
spreading, Galmiche's cement flows and spreads on a surface to which it applies, the very 
opposite of adhesion. The Examiner disagrees. Galmiche does not disclose that its cement flows 
and spreads on a surface to which it is applied without adhering. To the contrary, Galmiche 
teaches that the surface active agent is applied only in a quantity sufficient to confer thixotropic 
properties. The composition only liquefies and spreads upon vibration, more specifically a 
particular rate of vibration sufficient to ensure provisional liquefaction (col. 3, lines 56 to col. 4, 
line 4). Therefore the cement of Galmiche does form an adhesive mixture, which in the absence 
of sufficient vibration, resumes its initial viscosity and remains in place on the substrate, as 
taught by Galmiche. 
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Applicant also argues that Galmiche does not disclose or suggest that Galmiche's cement 
is ever a solid capable of adhering to a surface. The Examiner disagrees. Galmiche teaches 
drying the solvent from the cement coating in col. 4, lines 20-30, similar to the step claimed by 
Applicant. Total evaporation of the solvent from Galmiche's coating (which is specifically 
taught) would form a solid pack adhering to the substrate component, as claimed.
